A. Generally, when the main entry for an item is the uniform title itself (130), a
NAR for that uniform title is not made. This is because the bibliographic record
provides all the access necessary via the 130 and the 245.

Statements of Responsibility

If the title proper begins with a statement of responsibility, use judgment in deciding
whether or not the statement may be separated. For example, to take two rather
obvious cases:

1) For the title proper "Shakespeare's King Lear," "Shakespeare's™ can be separated
and so the uniform title "King Lear" is used. In general, make a name-title
reference from the title proper for a work entered under a personal or corporate
heading (cf. 25.2E2).

2) For the title proper "The John Franklin Bardin omnibus,"” "John Franklin Bardin"
Is not separable and no uniform title is used.

Between these two obvious extremes, handle more ambiguous cases according to
one's best judgment (i.e., use "feeling” and examination of typography and
layout of the chief source and other expressions of the title (cover title, running
title, etc.)).

LC has instructed its catalogers to assume that an author writes in more than one
form so that the collective uniform title “Selections” is basically applicable to
collections of three or more works in two or more forms.

“inadequate.” “Inadequate” is defined as a) the title proper is indistinctive or b) the
item lacks a collective title.
